A Promising 


New Wheat 


By bringing out Marquis wheat the 
Dominion Department of Agriculture did 
a service to Canada and to the Empire 
that it wonld be difficult to over-estimate. 
On accountof its vigoroushabits of growth, 
excellent yield and superbmilling qualities 
this variety which year after year as an 
exhibit from Western Canada has carried 
off premier honors at the International 
Soil Products Exhibition in the United 
States, has largely supplanted the old 
standard Red Fife that also gained for 
Canadian wheat an enviable reputation 
in the flour markets of the world. 

A service rendered by the introduction 
of Prelude a few years later was also of 
great importance, inasmuch as it extended 
the wheat-growing area of this country 
by millions of acres. To these two very 
valuable occessions to the hard wheats of 
Canada is to be added a new sort that 
comes midway between Marquis ‘and 
Prelude in the matter of yield and ripen- 
ing. This new_sort has been produced at 
the Central Experimental Farm, Ottawa, 
by Dr. Chas. E. Saunders, the Dominion 
Ceréalist, who gives the following account 
of the new wheat in the March number 
of The Agricultural Gazette, the official 
organ of the Federal Department of 
Agriculture : 

“The new wheat, which has been 
named Ruby, Ottawa 623, possesses 
characteristics in ripening and other 
qualities midway between Marquis and 
Prelude. It is beardless, possesses hard, 
red kernels, gives a fair yield, and makes 
flour of the highest quality in regard to 
colour and strenght. Bread made from it 
ranks in the first-class. This wheat is the 
result of a cross between Downy Riga and 
Red Fife. Downy Riga was produced 
from two early sorts, Gehun, an Indian 
variety, and Onega from Northern Russia. 
Ruby is recommended for trial where

L TEACHBRS OF THE ART OF 


THE ORIGINA 


CAMOUFLAGE 


Whan the scene painters of Paris 
began to use their skill on the bat- 
tlefield to deceive the eye of an ene- 
my, they were but borrowing a leaf 
from Nature’s book, for a glance at 
the familiar creatures of our own 
fields and woods will reveal some in- 
stances of protective coloring of 
wondrous 5 btlety. Under conditions 
in which life or death might hang 
on the ability of bird, beast or in- 
sect to remain concealed in the face 
of anger, or to steal unobserved upon 
its prey, it is not hard to understand 
that any variation to a more conspic- 
vous color would be a handicap in 
the comp+tition for existence, and 
lessen the chances of the affected in- 
dividual for successful life and re- 
production, That such variations 
sometimes occur, any one who has 
had the opportunity to study wild life 
over a period of a few years will 
readily admit, yet their gcarcity and 
the generally tniform colorin, of 
species, goes to prove the high value 
of those particular marks and colors 
by which we recognize it. 

Consider the dun coat cf our coast 
deer; when standing among che with- 
ered fronds of bracken, against the 

rey-green background of the leaf- 
ess woods or the russet trunks of a 
clump of firs, it is his best protec- 
tion. Even the antlers o° a four- 
pointer are hardly to be distinguish- 
ed from the branching growth of 
willow scrub as his head turns slow- 
ly from side to side, eyes, cars and 
nose alert for signs of ‘danger. Ama- 
teur hunters, though with high rec- 
ords on. the range, find their confi- 
dence shaken and their judgment of 
distances baffled when first in the 
presence of a living target in such 
surroundings. The natural enemy 
of the deer is just as inconspicuous 
when crouching in his favorite sta- 
tion, the fork of some ancient cedar 
overhanging a runway, for the habit 
of the cougar, like that of all cats, 
is to sprimg at one bound upon his 
unsuspecting prey, rather than — to 
run him down with tireless endur- 
ance of the timber wolf. The griz- 
zled coat’ of the latter enables him 
likewise to lurk unseen among the 
weathered rocks of the higher — pla- 
teau, to work far up-wind on _the-hot 
scent of the quarry, otherwise the 
first tremendous burst cf speed 
shown by a_ startled buck would 
leave him hopelessly in the rear, 

Among the smaller quadrupeds, 
both hunters and hunted, the rule of 
sombre coloring on the back and 
ighter tones on the underparts, 


true. ’Coon and weasel; rabbit and 
squirrel, they all resemble in great- 
er or lesser degree the prevailing 
colors of their usual surroundings. 
One striking exception should — be 
noted, for the skunk wears a pure 
white stripe down the length of his 
back and waves a danger signal in 
the white plume of his bushy tail 
These signs suggest that Sir Skunk 
desires not to avoid but to court the 
notice of friend and foe, and his ha- 
bit of taking the centre of the trail, 
and of strolling unafraid about the 
farm buildings at dusk, confirms the 
impression, In his search for beet- 
les, grasshoppers, mice and other 
small creatures, concealment would 
be of little advantage to the skunk, 
and, armed as he is with the power 
of projecting a fluid of highly offen- 
sive ordor to some distance, he is 
likely to be left severely alone by 
the stealthy hunters of the wilds. 
His conspicuous markings make to- 
wards this end, and, although his 
name has become a term of reproach 
in reality the’ skunk shows a gentle- 
manly forbearance in the use of his 
vile weapon of defence, except und- 
er the stress of a sudden alarm of 
danger. What a chance for a dis- 
play of true “kultur” is here lost! 


The mottled plumage of the Frank- 
lin grouse, the dark bars and _ pen- 
cillings scattered over him, appar- 
ently haphazard, are of vital im- 
porance in his daily life. In°his own 

abitat, the depths of the great ever- 
green forests, they take on _ their 
true significance as the blue. grouse 
perches in the head of a young fir, 
almost lost to view in the dapple of 
light and shade about him and _ the 
web of crossing branch and twig. 
Trusting to the last to remain un- 
seen, this grouse has gained the 
nickname of “fool-hen;” but once 
let him, peering down through the 
branches, encounter the direct gaze 
of dog or man, and he will flush, and 
swerve through the thickets wi a 
suddenness and speed that leaves 
the novice still fumbling with safety- 
catch and trigger. No less effective 
and useful are the brown lacings on 
the plumage of the ruffled grouse, 
blending as they do with the color 
tones of the forest floor ind under- 
fwoods in winter, Speeding away 
from danger on whirring winds, the 
ruffied grouse finally drops to the 
ground and still further baffles pur- 
suit by running a short distance over 
the dead leaves, as surely as his 
relative, the Franklin, ends his flight 
amidst the covering foliage of anoth- 
er tree, 


In the world of insects there are 
innumerable instances of protective 
coloring and mimicry. The Indian 
Leaf butterfly clinging with folded 
wings to the stalk of a plant, passes 
for a dead leaf, even under close in- 
spection, The humming bird moth 

the Amazon country is still held 

the native to be in fact a bird, 


and the Old Lady moth of the north- 
ern woods, settling on the bleached 
trunk of a dead tree, practically dis- 
appears from view. Some _ species 
there are: that, being defenceless 
themselves and the prey of every 
roving bird, yet find security in imi- 
tating another species which pos- 
sesses some property disagreeable to 
the birds, while the bee hawkmoth of 
the English meadows mimics the 
humble-bee to the extent of flying in 
Company with them, The Clearwiny 
moth shows great judgment in . its 
choice of a pattern and succeeds in 
life by virtue of its close resemblance 
to the bold hornet. One might con- 
tinue ‘with instance after instance 
each one a marvel in itself, but 
neither written description nor paint- 
éd picture can truly represent life. 
They may at least awaken a desire 
to study that life atefirst hand, and, 
sooner or later, the conviction will 
u.ise in the student’s mind that these 
special markings, these bands and 
mottles of blended colors are not the 
result of mere accident, nor, alone, 
the outcome of iron laws of survival, 
but a part, however small, of that 
infinite plan which orders all things. 
—Vancouver World, 


Wine and the Navy 


Liquor Banned from U. §. Navy to 
Raise Efficiency 


A young officer in the U. S. navy 
had been court martialed for being 
drunk. Strong pressure was brought 
to bear on Mr, Daniels, the Secre- 


tary of the navy, to pardon him, 
which he refused to do on the ground 
that the good of the service forbade 
leniency. é 

A friend of the disgraced man re- 
plied, “Yes, now that he is a product 
of your system, you have turned 
him out in disgrace.” The lad had 
entered the navy from a home where 
liquors were banned, not knowing 
their taste, Seven years in the ser: 
vice had made a tremendous change. 
He had learned to think it cowardly 
to, turn down his glass, and that mess 
was scarcely complete or courteous 
without drinking. His ruin follow- 
ed. Investigation found that these 
statements were all true, and that 
there were also other breaches of 
discipline because the men had been 
trained wrong. The time had come 
when the navy would be needed at 
its best as never before, So the sec- 
retary issued the order 

€ lise of intoxicating 
ficers aboard naval vessels. 

A’ storm of opposition arose. Offi- 
cers felt they were being treated ig- 
nobly. Cartoonists made sport of it, 
and the personal liberty people and 
all the allied tribes tried to make the 
order ridiculous. The order, how- 
ever, was not revoked, but was fol 
lowed by a law of the United States 
making it an offense to sell or give 
liquor to any man in the uniform of 
the service. 

An admiral, whose name makes 
him famous, speaking to the secre- 
tary, said, “I have opportunity to 
observe the feeling of the officers. 
My own opinion is that the wine- 
mess order is the wisest thing you 
have done as secretary and if the fu- 
ture were committed: today to the 
officers of the fleet, the wine-mess 
would never be restored.” 

If men in the hardships of war- 
time naval service do not need drink 
to comfort them, it can scarcely be 
argued that men on land need it.— 
J. H: Hazlewood, Social Service De-

Not one -of 
them is able to maintain itself with- 
out our help.

Romantic Adventures of the Men of 
the Squadron 
wil 


and romantic have been the 
adventures of the men of the British 
armored .car squadron who have just 
returned to London after fighting 
under Commander Oliver Locker- 
Lampson, M.P., for over two years 
in Russia, Galicia, Persia, and Ru- 
mania. Some of them have been in 
the midst of desperate battles since 
early in 1915, when they were rush- 
ed over from Belgium and hurried to 
Russia with cars, stores and am- 
munition, 

Winter held them in the White 

Sea, and after a wild passage in the 
stormy waters of the Polar Circle, 
where many of their cars were badly 
knockéd, about, they found themsel- 
ves ice-locked upon an inland ocean. 
After waiting many wecks for the 
weather to soften, they smashed 
their way through the ice, reached a 
northern port clad i furs and icicles, 
and found themselves the centre of 
clamorous enthusiasm. 
_ They were banqueted and_ feted 
in various Russian towns. Russian 
bands delighted them with the play- 
ing of “Rule Britannia,” and the 
bitter struggles amid the pack-ice 
of Archangel were forgotten in the 
splendid heartiness of their grectings 
everywhere.

fighting journey was 
mountains into Persia, 
roads. were so bad and 
so. baffling that little er 
no effective work could be accom- 
plished. They returned to Tiflis and 
trekked across the Crimea to Odes- 
sa, where the British colony wel- 
comed them, arriving eventually in 
Rumania, 

Ever on the move and establish- 
ing fresh bases wherever they went, 
fighting, feasting, and: sometimes 
starving, they at last reached the 
Galician front, to find themselves in 
the maelstrom of the great retreat. 
They were fighting rear-guard . ac- 
tions all the time. They suffered 
astonishingly few casualties; they 
performed tremendous feats with 
their deadly little mobile guns, Their 
commander, still at the helm of his 
battered car, was the last man to 
cross the border after the Russians 
had blown up all the bridges. On a 
“retiring” line of 150 miles along the 
frontier they were fighting, holding 
and killing the enemy for five days. 
They killed “many hundreds, while 
their own casualty list in this ‘wild 
short. week was slight, 

“The collapse fof the Russian front 
here,” said one of the officers, “ 

a most  suddén and astonishing 
thing. We were within two days of 
Lemberg and expected to take it 

fa magniicent bombardment by 
the- Russian artillery from. 800 guns 
on aMive mile front. The collapse 
began with the capture .of 20,000 
Russians, who had taken a town but 
failed to hold it. ‘They were sur- 
rounded and taken prisoners; panic 
spread, and a headlong retreat fol- 
lowed, the soldiers throwing away 
everything in their attempt@ to 
escape.” 

It was in this emergency that the 
British cars showed their mettle. 
They splendidly covered the retreat, 
holding up ~reat masses of the ene- 
my and astonishing friend and foe 
alike.. ?

During the current season, the un- 
fortunate dependence of Canada on 
the United States for its supplies of 
coal has been brodgbt into vivid 
prominence and, as a result, there 
has been much searching for possible 
substitutes. Naturally, wood was 
one of the substitutes to attract at- 
tention. The fuel value of good 
hardwood compares unfavorably 
with anthracite coal, a pound of such 
coal being equal to approximately 
two potinds of hardwood, For this 
reason, in markets that are far -re- 
moved from sources of supply wood 
ismore expensive than anthracite, so 
long as the prices and available sup- 
plies remain as now, 

The southern portions of Manito- 
ba, Saskatchewan and Alberta have 
no large supplies of wood, Up to a 
few years ago, wood, cut locally, was 
used to some extent, but, with the 
gradual exhaustion of these supplies, 
the demand for coal. is increasing 
poady. The cordwood used in the 

rairie Provinces comes from the 
Rainy River district of Ontaria, 
southeastern Manitoba, the western | 
shores of lakes Winnipeg and Mapi-|! 
toba, the Riding mountains, the el: 
nit, of Prince Albert, the Kootenay 
district of British Columbia and 
Minnesota. 

These sources of supply are at a 
considerable distance from the cen- 
tres of popuation, and, as cordwood 
is bulky, the long freight haul to 
market largely increases. the price. 
Even in certain of the areas men- 
tioned, supplies of cordwood are be 
coming éxhausted, and it is evident 
that, under present conditions of 
transportation, there is no likelihood 
of its being used to ony reuter ex- 
tent than at present.— fp.

The Cedarsof Lebanon (Humidity in

Financing the War 


Cost of War to Dominion Is Almost 
$20,000,000 Monthly 
Canada’s war expenditure for the 
nine months of the fiscal year end- 
ing December 31 amounted to $171,- 
748,839.. During the same period in 
the previous fiscal year the expendi- 
ture was $17,229,748, For the month 
of December alone, the war cost 
$19,779,563. In December, 1916, it 

cost $23,702,217. 

The revenue of the Dominion for 
the nine months was $190,659,370 as 
agains: $166,856,349 for the similar 
period in 1916. For December alone 
the revenue was $20,617,363. In 
December, 1916, it was $2),943,775, 
Expenditure chargeable to revenue 
totalled $96,982,537, as compared with 
$81,696,050, in the previous year, 

The total net debt of the Domin- 
ion on December 31, stood at $976,- 
428,504. On the same date in 1916 
it was $722,111,449.. During Decem- 
ber the debt increased by $12,427,803 
which was approximately a million 
less than the war expenditure for 
that month.

The Home Air 


The Importance of Moisture in the 
Air of the House 


How springlike it feels in our 
home,” remarked a visitor one winter 
night. I explained that it was be- 
cause the house was comfortably 
warm and-the air comfortably moist, 
just as outdoor air is in spring when 
everybody feels so well, “You sce 
by this humidistat that we have near- 
ly seventy per eent. moisture in the 
rooms and the temperature shows at 
about seventy-four degrees. I- can 
regulate the moisture by the © needs 
of the temperature and the air,” 

In very few homes will one find 
the air moist enough in winter ‘ex- 
cept on wash day when it is as much 
too damp as On other days it is too 
dry. If the doors to the kitchen are 
open all the time and a great deal of 
water is heated in ketttles or reser- 
voir, the air may be damp enough 
on certain days, but unless moisture 
is constantly given off into the air 
of a home, it soon becomes too dry. 
A very few hours and the moisttre 
even on wash day, has been taken up 
by the porous plaster walls and the 
furniture, and the dry air that comes 
in with every opening of the doors/ 

Humidity simply means the mois- 
ture in the air, We say the air is 
very humid just before a storm on a 
hot summer day. The air is almost 
at the point of saturation, that is, 
holding all the water vapor it can, 
without falling as dew or rain. Hu- 
midity varies according to the tem- 
perature, A very cold air will be at 
the dew point when very little mois- 
ture is present in the air. It will 
snow when it would not rain with 
the same amount of moisture in the 
air, because a warm air holds more 
water than a cold air, 


So it is in the home. The air may 
feel damp if the house is too cold, 
while it would feel quite dry if the 
temperature were high, Air is like 
a spoffge. It will take up water 
when dry, and a chilling of the air 
is like sque¢zing the sponge—forcing 4 
the moisture out as snow, rain ofr * 
dew. 

If your house is heated with stoves 
keep an open kettle of water on ev- 
ery stove and that will aid in keep- 
ing the air moist enough to be com- 
fortable. If the house is heated by 
a furnace, then keep the water pan 
in the furnace full all th® time. Very 
few furnaces have provision for suf- 
ficient water evaporation. In fact, 
I’ve never seen one yet that provid- 
ed enough for the cold dry climate 
of the central and western country. 
Generally one little water pan is plac- 
ed in the bottom where there is 
practically no heat. The air passes 
over it so fast that little is absorbed. 
Water pans should be up where the 
get hot and make steam or they will 
do no good, 

Anyone can put more water pans 
in a furnace by cutting holes in the 
jacket. Furnace men have the cast 
iron water pans for sale, But even 
that is not an exact way of regulat- 
ing the humidity in the room. In a 
day the outside wind may turn from 
a southern dampness indicating snow 
to a reversal of the wind with a cold 
dry air from the north, The furnace 
is giving off pretty much the same 
amount of humidity regardless of 
this fact. If your cold air passes 
over wet sand in the cold air - box 
or duct it will pick up considerable 
moisture, te: 

When the furniture dries up the 
floor boards open up big cracks, the 
skin feels dry and harsh, and your 
eyes and nose gét to smarting, the 
air is so dry that it is sucking — the 
water out of everything and it is 
time to remedy your moisture sys- 
tem, You can’t rely on the naturad. 
outside air for moisture in  wint 
any more than you can for heat. 

A steam heated house, or one 
heated by hot water, is a difficult 
problem. No moisture is given oft 
with the heat, so it must be supplied 
with water pans set in the rooms. 

The whole thing simmers down to 
the fact that artificial living creates 
artificial demands as to heat, mois- 
ture, and ventilation. You will aot 
live properly unless the house is well 
heated throughout, with sufficient 
moisture in the air and enough fresh 
air all the time to make everybody 
have a feeling of spring comfort. 
Heating companics—especially local 
dealers in furnaces and bhuilers—may 
not care to study Jour problems, or 
they may not in fact, know mach 
about ventilation and humidity, so 
you must work out yor own salva- 
tion by the aid we can give you and 
the aid of furnace manufacturers,

Gen. Von Stein Wants Peace 


Military Decision Already Obtained, 
Says Foe War Minister 


“I do not know the Americans, ot | Local Distribution of Foodstuffs in 


de I know what they ate capable of 
doing in this war,” said General von 
Stein, Prussian minister of war, in 
an interview in a recent issue of 
the Budapest Hirlap. The general is 
quoted, however, as declaring that 
the central powers were well pre- 
pared for mecting America. 

The war minister said he did not 
regard aif fighting as a decisive fac- 
tor, He had heard of cxtensive Amer- 
ican plans in this connection. “But,” 
he said, “much depends upon what 
the American engineers can do, and 
still more depends upon whether ef- 
ficient, experienced crews can be ob- 
tained by them.” 

Speaking of the present situation, 
General von Stein said: 

“All humanity desires peace, and 
naturally so do I. As a soldier, 1 
know only one possibility for end- 
ing the war, and that is victory. 
Every renunciation is only a sign of 
weakness and an a¢knowledgment 
of defeat. He who renounces_ the 
fruits of his cfforts on the battle- 
field puts. the. enemy in a ‘position 
10 consider himself a victor «and 
helps him in his plans of destruc- 
tion. There is no sign of a desire for 
an understanding on the part of our 
enemies, Their entire . attitude 
shows their only aim still is to push 
us from our place in the sun. 

“In reality, a military decision has 
already been obtained. When our 
enemies recognize that they cannot 


drive us out of the occupied _ terri- 
tory they will thereby admit that 
they have been defeated.” 

General von Stein asserted that 


the “moving and decisive power is 
the individual man,” and he declar- 
ed the Germans were not afraid of 
the wonders of technical science. 

“There are, for instance,” he said, 
“the tanks, which made their first 
appearance in the Somme battle. At 
first we naturally did not know how 
to destroy them. My soldicts even 
climbed on top of them and tried to 
blow them open with hand grenades. 
But we soon learned that there was 
only one deadly weapon against 
them, namely, our guns.” 


To Protect Crop 
From Grain Rust 


Department of Agriculture Has 
Many Useful Hints for 
Farmers 


Grain rusts are the cause of very 
heavy losses every year throughout 
the grain growing districts of \ the 

ominion.. Black or stem rust. is 

the most destructive of all in Cana- 
da, as it chiefly affects the t 
crop; but it also affects oats, barlty 
and rye. 
_ A display card showing the rust 
in its various stages and instructive 
bulletins have been issued from Ot- 
tawa by authority of Hon, Martin 
Burrell, Dominion minister of agri- 
culture, Copies of the bulletin caa 
be obtained from the Dominicn de- 
partment of agriculture. 

Abbreviated, the bulletin reads as 
follows; 

Avoid wet land or provide thor- 
ough drainage which increases vigor 
and yield. Vigorous plants are less 
liable to uttack. 

The careful operation of the seed 
bed is an important consideration; a 
warm, well ventilated soil, with even 
smooth surface encourages uniform 
germination, jncreascs the root sys- 
‘tem, aids rapid growth and _ early 
maturity. Any cultural method that 
tends to increase vigor and ‘strong 
growth will lessen losses from rust. 

Crop rotation increases vigor and 
yield of all crops. Continuous wheat 
cropping produces weedy farms, 
wasted soil fertility and favors dis- 
ease,

In introducing the speakers, Dr. 
Robertson briefly reviewed the or- 
the movement, and 
the progress that has been made in 
preparation for an appeal to the 
farmers of Canada in aid of the pea- 
sant farmers of the devastated dis- 
tricts of Europe. He pointed out 
that the provincial departments of 
agriculture were making themselves 
responsible for the undertaking, 
which is to reach the rural popula- 
tions through su.h organizations as 
farmers’ institutes,. women’s _ insti- 
tutes, live stock, dairy «und poultry 
associations, etc. 

His Excellency’ the Duke of 
Devonshire praised Canadians for 
their generosity in connection with 
all appeals that have been made _ to 
them, and expressed confidence that 
this new appeal would be equally 
successful. He called attention to 
the extent of the territory. that 
would have to be restored, referring 
more particularly to those parts. of 
France and Belgium from which 
the enemy is still to be cjected. Ilis 
Excellency related that the Royal 
Agricultural Society of England, 
with which he had been intimately 
associated for more than a quarter 
of a century, had undertaken a 
similar service in 1870, following the 
Franco-Prussian war. This organ- 
ization, he said, was the prime 
mover in connection with the pres- 
ent undertaking. i 

Hon. T. A. Crerar said that just 
before the war it had been his ex- 
perience to travel over the districts 
of Belgium and France that have 
since been devastated. He cdn- 
trasted the small, intensively culti- 
vated farms of those areas with the 
broad fields and sparser population 
of the west. It was a country of 
happy homes. Mr. Crerar contrast- 
ed the present desolation of these 
battle-seared districts with the pros- 
perous and peaceful conditions that 
pervade this country. Canadian 
farmers, he ‘said, have-some difficul- 
ties to face, such as shortage of 
labor, but during the _ past three 
years prices have- 
believed that out of their prosperity 
they will be willing to respond gen- 
erously to the appeal now being 
made when it is properly under- 
stood. 

Sir Cecil-Spring Rice recalied that 
thirty years ago ke was engaged in 
farming operations in Western Can- 
ada, when he knew Hon, W. R. 
Motherwell, minister of agriculture 
for Saskatchewan, who was present. 
He said that the present devastation 
in Europe was due to the cacrying 
out of the dictates of the German 
mind. This, he stated, is shown in 
the teachings of the German war 
book, which is, first, to destroy the 
people, and, secondly, to destroy the 
country, 

“The German war book,” he said, 
“says ‘Destroy’; let the answer of 
the farmers of Canada be to re- 
store.” 

Dr. Robertson eunedacad that he 
was sending appeals to the mana- 
gers of banks throughout Canada 
asking them to assist and reeeive 
contributions. He was receiving 
many assurances of support. Among 
those present were Hon. Martin Bur- 
rell, secretary of state; Hon, Sidney 
Fisher, cx-minister. of agriculture; 
Sir Henry Drayton, Mr, C, A. Ma- 
grath; Hon. W. R. Motherwell; Mr. 
Hedley Auld, deputy minister of Ag- 
riculture for Saskatchewan; D. ; 
Finnie, general manager ofthe Bank 
of Ottawa; other bank managers and 
the heads of the branches of the de« 
partmént of agriculture,

May Biend Flour 


Mills May Mix Wheat Under Cer- 
tain Regulations Only 


The food controller's 
in control of Canadian mills auto- 
matically prohibits the manufacture 
of farina, cream of wheat or similar 
products. Additional regulations 
which have just beey announced pro- 
vide that upon written application 
the food controller may grant per-] 
mission to mills to manufacture what 
is known to the trade as farina for 
children and invalids. 

Millers aré permitted to take 
blended flours by mixing spring and 
winter wheat, but the regulations re- 
quire that no mill shall take more 
than 272 pounds of sound, clean 
wheat to make 196 pounds of anv 
blended flour. Such flours shall be 
known as a straight run or tull 100 
per cent. flour extraction or divi- 
sion of patents, clears or low grades 
being expressly prohibited
